Hospital’s 
General Is 
Dismissed 

Poor treatment of veterans 
leads to firing at Walter Reed 

WASHINGTON! The Army fired the general in 
charge of Walter Reed Army Medical Center 
after disclosures about inadequate treatment of 
Iraq veterans and other wounded soldiers. 

The action on Maj. Gen. George W. 
Weightman, who was commanding gener- 
al of the North Atlantic Regional Medical 
Command as well as Walter Reed hospital, 
was announced Thursday by Army Secretary 
Francis J. Harvey. 

In a brief announcement, the Army said 
service leaders had “lost trust and confi- 
dence” in Weightman’s leadership abilities 
“to address needed solutions for soldier out- 
patient care.” He had headed Walter Reed 
since last August. 

The Army and the Defense Department 
began their own investigations after The 
Washington Post published stories last week 
that documented problems in soldiers’ hous- 
ing and in the medical bureaucracy at Walter 
Reed, which has been called the Army’s pre- 
mier caregiver for soldiers wounded in Iraq 
and Afghanistan. 

One building was singled out in the Post 
reports as being in bad repair, including hav- 
ing mold on interior walls, robert burns (ap)

Bob Ney reported 
to a federal prison Thursday morn- 
ing to begin serving a 2 1/2 -year 
sentence for corruption, a fall from 
grace spurred by gifts from now- 
imprisoned lobbyist Jack Abramoff 
Ney pleaded guilty in October to 
conspiracy and making false state- 
ments, admitting he traded influ- 
ence for golf trips, campaign dona- 
tions and other gifts arranged by

Columbine High School

Columbine High School, the site of 
the U.S.’s deadliest school massa- 
cre eight years ago, was evacuated 
Thursday after officials received at 
least one call about a bomb threat, 
authorities said.

Bush Pledges Help for Gulf Coast

President visits ailing 
region for the first 
time in six months 

NEW ORLEANS I President Bush 
acknowledged Thursday that the 
people of the Gulf Coast are angry 
with the slow pace of recovery from 
Hurricane Katrina, and he prom- 
ised to help speed it up. 

“I fully understand that there 
are frustrations, and I want to 
know the frustrations,” Bush said 
during lunch with city leaders. 
“To the extent we can help, we’ll 
help.” 

The Bush administration’s ini- 
tial response to the most destruc- 
tive natural disaster in U.S. history 
was widely seen as a failure. 

In his first visit to the region in 
six months. Bush sought to fight 
the perception that he has for- 
gotten about those hard-hit by 
the August 2005 storm. Much of 
the city outside the tourist areas 
remains in ruins. 


“I committed to the people of 
this part of the world and the Gulf 
Coast that the federal government 
would fund recovery — and stay 
committed to the recovery,” Bush 
said during his 14th trip to the 


region. It was his first visit since 
he toured the area on the storm’s 
one-year anniversary. 

The White House says Bush 
has helped make $110 billion in 
aid available for rebuilding, edu- 


cation and rental assistance. Bush’s 
aides say Cabinet officials have 
visited the region dozens of times, 
and that state and local lead- 
ers must share responsibility for 
delays. 

Sitting next to Bush at lunch was 
New Orleans Mayor Ray Nagin, who 
has been outspoken in demanding a 
better federal response. Crime has 
soared in the city, and health care is 
limited. Large numbers of residents 
are so frustrated they are thinking 
of leaving for good. 

The federal official overseeing 
recovery efforts said Katrina’s dam- 
age was so vast that it was hard to 
estimate when the recovery will be 
completed. 

“We all have a sense of urgency,” 
Don Powell, Bush’s coordinator for 
the Gulf Coast recovery, said. 

“But I think it’s important to put 
it in perspective about the size of the 
storm, and how overwhelming this 
storm was,” Powell said. “I think 
there’s been some good progress.”

“It’s nothing that any of us are 
considering,” Senate Majority 


Leader Harry Reid, D-Nev., told 
reporters. 

Conrad’s trial balloon to cut 
war funding would have affected 
the budget year beginning Oct. 1 
and was separate from the ongo- 
ing debate over Bush’s $100 bil- 
lion request for immediate sup- 
plemental funding for Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 


Even the Pentagon acknowl- 
edges that its $142 billion 2008 
war funding request is simply a 
best guess of Iraq and Afghani- 
stan costs, and Conrad’s proposal 
didn’t earn rebukes from Budget 
Committee Republicans. 

But the speed with which it was 
rejected by his colleagues seemed 
to reflect Democrats’ sensitivity to 
any accusations of underfunding 
troops in battle, (ap)

Guard Lacking Resources 


Equipment shortages 
rife in Army Reserves, 
eommission reports 

Nearly 90 percent of Army National 
Guard units in the United States are 
rated “not ready” — largely because 
of shortfalls in equipment worth bil- 
lions of dollars — jeopardizing the 
Guard’s ability to respond to crises 
at home and abroad, according to 
a congressional commission that 
released a preliminary report 
Thursday on the state of U.S. mil- 
itary reserve forces. 

The commission found that 
heavy deployments of the Nation- 


al Guard and Reserves since 2001 
for the wars in Iraq and Afghanistan 
and other anti-terrorism missions 
have deepened shortages, forced the 
military to cobble together units 
and hurt recruiting. The problems 
threaten to undermine the nation’s 
830,000 -strong selected reserves, 
the commission said. 

“We can’t sustain the [National 
Guard and Reserve] on the course 
we’re on,” said Arnold L. Punaro, 
chairman of the 13 -member Com- 
mission on the National Guard and 
Reserves. 

Since the Sept. 11, 2001, terror- 
ist attacks, the use of U.S. military 
reservists has sharply escalated. 


from about 12.7 million days of ser- 
vice in 2001 to an estimated 63 mil- 
lion in 2006. The current increase 
of U.S. troops in Iraq is expected to 
require the accelerated call-up of as 
many as four National Guard com- 
bat brigades beginning early next 
year, as part of an effort to relieve 
the strain on active-duty brigades, 
which are now spending as much 
time in combat as at home. 

But while the selected reserves 
make up more than one -third of 
the U.S. military, they receive only 
3 percent of the equipment funding 
and 8 percent of the defense depart-

Cohabitation 
Law Repealed 
In North Dakota 

BISMARCK, N.D. | Unmarried couplcs 
who live together will no longer be 
considered criminals after the state 
House agreed Thursday to repeal 
the law that has existed since the 
state was founded. 

Representatives voted 48-41 to 
get rid of the law that lists a man 
and woman living together without 
being married as a sex crime. 

Florida, Michigan, Mississippi, 
North Carolina, Virginia and West 
Virginia have similar laws. 

Gov. John Hoeven is expected 
to sign the legislation, spokesman 
Don Canton said. 

Attempts to get rid of the law 
failed in the past two legislative 
sessions. 

The legislation creates a new 
offense, making it illegal for a man 
and woman to pass themselves off 
as being married for the purpose 
of committing fraud. It keeps the 
penalty of a 30 -day jail sentence 
and a $1,000 fine. 

Census figures from 2000 show 
23,000 people in North Dakota liv- 
ing together without being married. 
Potter said. 

Census figures from that same 
year show 5.2 million people in 
the United States lived in what 
was classified as an “unmarried 
partner household.” (ap)

McCain Faces Challenges 


Historian Schiesinger 
Dies of Heart Attack 


Presidential candidate 
criticized for saying 
lives wasted’ in Iraq 

WASHINGTON I As a Republican 
heavyweight, not an underdog, 
Sen. John McCain embarks on 
his second presidential run facing 
numerous challenges in courting a 
GOP establishment he once spurned 
at nearly every turn. 

In a move meant to spark his 
campaign, the Arizona senator 
chose a late-night talk show to 
make clear Wednesday what long 
had been anticipated — “I am 
announcing that I will be a can- 
didate for president of the United 
States.” 

But a day after he disclosed his 
plans on CBS’ “Late Night With 
David Letterman” to formally

enter the race in April, McCain 
found himself on the defensive 
for saying during the appearance 
that U.S. lives had been “wasted” 
in Iraq. 

“I should have used the word 
sacrificed, as I have in the past,” 
McCain said. 


The episode underscored the 
intense scrutiny in store for McCain 
as he seeks the presidency as one 
of the GOP’s strongest contenders. 
McCain must convince Republican 
primary voters that they can trust 
him to be a loyal party champion 
who will adhere to GOP’s core prin- 
ciples — and not waver. 

Some conservatives are skepti- 
cal of his veracity given that he once 
derided their leaders as “agents of 
intolerance” but now has sought to 
repair relations with them. 

McCain could also end up fight- 
ing the perception that his time to 
win is past. Rudy Giuliani and 
Mitt Romney are fresh faces to 
GOP primary voters, who largely 
know McCain from his previous 
run — and have deep -seeded feel- 
ings for him, for better or worse.

Pulitzer Prize winner 
worked as an adviser 
to President Kennedy 

NEW YORK I Arthur M. Schiesinger 
Jr., the Pulitzer Prize -winning his- 
torian and “court philosopher” of 
the Kennedy administration who 
remained a proud liberal even as 
others dared not use the word, has 
died. He was 89. 

Schiesinger was dining with 
family members in Manhattan 
on Wednesday when he suffered a 
heart attack, his son Stephen said. 
He died at New York Downtown 
Hospital. 

Schiesinger was among the most 
prominent historians of his time, 
widely respected as learned and 


readable, with a panoramic vision 
of American culture and politics. He 
received a National Book Award and 
a Pulitzer for “A 
Thousand Days,” 
his chronicle of 
President Ken- 
nedy’s adminis- 
tration. He also 
won a Pulitzer for 
Schiesinger “TheAgeof Jack- 

son,” a chronicle of 
Andrew Jackson’s administration. 

“Arthur was a trusted friend and 
loyal adviser to President Kennedy, 
and a wonderful friend to me and 
to all of us in the Kennedy family,” 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
said. “I will miss him terribly, but 
his contributions to this country 
will live on.” (ap)

U.S. Files Charges Against 
Australian Held at Gitmo 

The U.S. filed charges Thursday 
against David Hicks, an Australian 
suspected of aiding the Taliban in 
Afghanistan and the first terrorism 
war- era detain- 
ee to be charged 
under the new 
law for military 
commissions. 
The decision 
was made even 
though officials 
of Australia had 
asked the U.S. not to bring such 
charges. Hicks is a former kanga- 
roo skinner captured in Afghani- 
stan in December 2001. He has been 
held at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, for 
more than five years without trial. 
According to a Defense Depart- 
ment announcement, Hicks is being 
charged with “providing material 
support for terrorism.” (ap)

Car Bomb Is Apparent 
Assassination Try on Mayor 

A car bomb exploded Thursday in a 
busy district of the southern city of 
Neiva, injuring eight people in an 
apparent assassination attempt of 
the town’s pro-government mayor by 
leftist rebels.

The tourists were in a convoy of 
four vehicles in Dalol, 500 miles 
northeast of Addis Ababa, travel- 
ing to salt mines in the Afar region, 
when they were kidnapped, said the 
businessman.

Pyongyang officials 
hold new, high-level 
talks with S. Koreans 

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I North Korea’s 
No. 2 leader reiterated Thursday 
his country’s pledge to abandon its 
nuclear weapons, as the impover- 
ished nation sought a resumption of 
aid at its first high-level talks with 
South Korea since conducting an 
atomic test. 

Kim Yong Nam said “the denu- 
clearization of the Korean peninsula 


is the dying wish” of the country’s 
founding president, Kim II Sung, 
the father of current leader Kim 
Jong II. 

North Korea “will make efforts 
to realize it,” he told South Kore- 
an Unification Minister Lee Jae- 
joung in Pyongyang, the North’s 
capital. 

Lee pressed for North Korea to 
follow through on its breakthrough 
Feb. 13 agreement with the U.S. and 
four other countries to shut down its 
sole operating nuclear reactor in 60 
days, and to eventually dismantle

Kim Yong Nam also called for 
the two Koreas to work together to 
reunify the peninsula, which was 
divided after World War H and 
remains officially at war since the 
1950-53 Korean War ended in a 
cease-fire, not a peace treaty.

Iraqi Bombing Targets Shiite Cleric 


Attack occurs amid 
relative lull in violence 
pummelling Baghdad 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | A roadside bomb 
exploded Thursday alongside the 
convoy of a prominent Shiite cleric 
whose high-level political ties have 
made him the target of past assas- 
sination attempts. The imam was 
not injured, but several bodyguards 
were wounded. 

The attack against Jalal Eddin 
al-Sagheer, who is also a prominent 
member of Iraq’s parliament, came 


on one of Baghdad’s quietest days 
in months — with one reported car 
bombing and one fatality. 

Al-Sagheer has had close 
calls in the past — which he, in 
an interview, said were linked to 
his denunciations of Sunni insur- 
gents and foreign jihadists such as 
al- Qaeda in Iraq. 

U.S. and Iraqi forces also neared 
agreement to expand the Bagh- 
dad security sweep into the Shi- 
ite stronghold of Sadr City. Such a 
move would test the willingness of 
the powerful Mahdi Army militia 
to grant its American foes access 


to all parts of Baghdad under its 
control. 

The relative lull in violence 
offered authorities a rare breather 
after periods of almost hour-by- 
hour bombings and mortar strikes 
by suspected Sunni insurgents. 

But the calm was broken after 
nightfall. The rumbling of artil- 
lery fire was heard throughout 
Baghdad. 

In recent days, U.S. gunners 
have pummeled areas of south 
Baghdad used as suspected stag- 
ing grounds for car bombings and 
other attacks, (ap) 


BEIRUT, LEBANON | Iran’s president 
heads to Saudi Arabia on Saturday 
for discussions with King Abdullah, 
an indication that weeks of talks 
between their envoys on simmer- 
ing conflicts in Iraq and Lebanon 
have made some headway. 

President Mahmoud Ahma- 
dinejad ’s visit to Riyadh comes 
as the U.S. is pushing for harsher 
UN. sanctions against Iran over its 
nuclear program. 

Ahmadinejad is expected to trav- 
el to Saudi Arabia on Saturday for a 
one -day visit, a Saudi Foreign Min- 
istry official said, speaking on con- 
dition of anonymity. 

Iran’s ambassador to Riyadh, 
Mohammad Hosseini, confirmed 
that Ahmadinejad’s trip was 
“imminent,” but declined to elab- 
orate, Iran’s official IRNA news 
agency said. 

The visit will culminate weeks of 
diplomatic activities spearheaded 
by Saudi Arabia, including a meet- 
ing between Abdullah and Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak and the 
accord reached in the Saudi city of

Japan’s Painful 
Legacy in Dispute 


PM Abe says no proof 
women were forced 
into brothels in WWII 

TOKYO I Yasuji Kaneko, 87, still 
remembers the screams of the 
countless women he raped in China 
as a soldier in the Japanese impe- 
rial army in World War 11. 

Some were teenagers from Korea 
serving as sex slaves in military-run 
brothels. Others were women in vil- 
lages he and his comrades pillaged 
in eastern China. 

“They cried out, but it didn’t mat- 
ter to us whether the women lived 
or died,” Kaneko said in an inter- 
view at his Tokyo home. “We were 
the emperor’s soldiers. Whether in 
military brothels or in the villages, 
we raped without reluctance.” 

Historians say some 200,000 
women — mostly from Korea and 
China — served in the Japanese 
military brothels throughout Asia 
in the 1930s and 1940s. Many vic- 
tims say they were kidnapped and 
forced into sexual slavery by Jap- 
anese troops, and the top govern- 
ment spokesman acknowledged the 
wrongdoing in 1993. 

Now some in Japan’s govern- 
ment are questioning whether the 
apology was needed. 

Prime Minister Shinzo Abe 
on Thursday denied women were 
forced into military brothels across 
Asia, boosting renewed efforts by 
right-wing politicians to push for an 
official revision of the apology. “The

fact is, there is no evidence to prove 
there was coercion,” Abe said. 

Abe’s remarks contradicted 
evidence in Japanese documents 
unearthed in 1992 that historians 
said showed military authorities had 
a direct role in working with con- 
tractors to forcibly procure women 
for the brothels. 

The comments were certain to 
rile South Korea and China, which 
accuse Tokyo of failing to fully atone 
for wartime atrocities. 

Lee Yong- soo, 78, a South Kore- 
an who was interviewed during a 
recent trip to Tokyo, said she was 
14 when Japanese soldiers took her 
from her home in 1944 to work as 
a sex slave in Taiwan. 

“The Japanese government must 
not run from its responsibilities,” 
Lee said, hiroko tabuchi (ap) 


Putin Nominates 
Chechen Leader 

GROZNY, RUSSIA | President Vladi- 
mir Putin on Thursday nominated 
widely feared strongman Ramzan 
Kadyrovto be Chechnya’s newpresi- 
dent, while Europe’s human rights 
chief denounced torture and other 
abuses in the war-battered Russian 
region. 

Kadyrov’s paramilitary forces 
are alleged to be involved in the 
abduction of both rebels and civil- 


ians linked to them. His nomination 
was widely expected after last week’s 
dismissal of Alu 
Alkhanov, who 
had increasingly 
criticized Kady- 
rov. Lawmakers 
are expected Fri- 
day to approve 
Kadyrov as pres- 
ident. 

Kadyrov’s father, Akhmad, was 
assassinated in May 2004, seven 
months after he became Chechnya’s 
president, (ap)

Harsh Justice on Pakistan’s Border 


Taliban-style penalties 
being earned out in 
remote militant havens 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN | Barbers are 
scared to shave customers’ chins; 
alleged thieves with blackened faces 
are paraded through the streets in 
shame; and suspected spies for 
the U.S. are found beheaded in 
a ditch. 

Tales of Taliban-style justice in 
Pakistani border regions are prolif- 
erating — a sign that an area already 
serving as a base for militants fight- 
ing in neighboring Afghanistan is 
slipping further out of government 
control. 

Pakistani President Gen. Per- 
vez Musharraf’s recent strategy of 
seeking peace with pro -Taliban 
tribesmen, in preference to mili- 


tary confrontation, appears to 
have backfired. 

“The pro-Taliban militants 
are making their presence felt in 
some very ugly ways,” said Samina 
Ahmed, South Asia director for the 
Brussels -based International Cri- 
sis Group think tank. “They seem 
to be dictating the agenda.” 

Residents of Miran Shah, the 
main town in Pakistan’s North 
Waziristan area and a militant 
stronghold, say the Taliban run 
an office where inhabitants can 
file complaints and receive a quick 
ruling based on Islamic law from a 
10 -member committee. 

The committee has reputedly 
dealt with family feuds and seized 
suspected thieves. 

Shopkeepers say three men 
accused of stealing cars were 
driven through jeering crowds in

the nearby town of Mir Ali last 
week, their faces blackened and 
heads shaved. 

The committee has not yet dealt 
with any major crimes — partly 
because the fear of Taliban justice 
has succeeded in curbing lawless- 
ness, at least in the main towns, 
residents say. 

More ominous are the cases of 
scores of people who were accused 
of being aligned with Pakistan’s gov- 
ernment or being foreign agents, 
and were later found shot or 
beheaded, their bodies dumped 
beside country roads. 

In the latest such incident, a 
schoolteacher’s body was found 
Tuesday in a sack on a roadside in 
South Waziristan. 

A note found with the corpse 
identified the slain man as “Akhtar 
Usman, the one who spied for Amer- 
ica.” The word “Hypocrite” was 
scrawled on the temple of his sev- 
ered head in Urdu, Pakistan’s main 
language.

Wall Street Closes Lower 


Market recovers after 
Dow drops 209 points 
during early trading 

NEW YORK I A still skittish Wall 
Street closed modestly lower 
Thursday, having clawed its way 
back from an early- session plunge 
after upbeat manufacturing data 
allayed fears about a flagging U.S. 
economy. 

The Dow Jones industrials 
ended 34 points lower after tum- 
bling 209 points in early trading 
and then briefly reaching positive 
territory in the afternoon. 

Investors, relieved that manu- 
facturing is still expanding, bought 
some of the stocks pummeled in 
Tuesday’s drop, which sliced 416

points off the Dow. 

The Institute for Supply Man- 
agement’s index of February man- 
ufacturing activity came in at 
52.3, stronger than the 50.0 read- 
ing analysts expected. The index is 
an important measure of a part of 


the economy that has given inves- 
tors headaches in recent months. 
Manufacturing had contracted a 
month earlier, according to the 
index, suffering from the listless 
housing market and hard-up auto 
industry. 

The ISM data helped the mar- 
ket regain lost ground, but anxi- 
ety still plagued the Street, with the 
indexes bouncing around choppi- 
ly as many investors bailed out of 
equities betting that stocks have 
further to fall. 

“The aftermath of Tuesday’s 
major selloff will linger for the next 
couple of days. I don’t think we’re 
totally out of the woods yet,” said 
Peter Cardillo, chief market econo- 
mist at New York-based brokerage 
Avalon Partners Inc. (ap) 


Charges Filed in Insider Trading Ring 


N E W YO R K I Husband and wife law- 
yers and 11 top Wall Street workers 
were charged Thursday with mak- 
ing more than $15 million in illegal 
trading profit through an alleged 
federal securities fraud scheme, 
authorities said. 

Linda Chatman Thomsen, direc- 
tor of the Division of Enforcement 
for the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, said in a statement 
that the case was “one of the most 


pervasive Wall Street insider trad- 
ing rings since the days of Ivan 
Boesky and Dennis Levine” in the 
mid-1980s. 

Besides the lawyers, defen- 
dants including registered repre- 
sentatives, compliance personnel 
and hedge fund portfolio manag- 
ers, improperly relied on hundreds 
of tips during five years of illegal 
trading, she said. 

“And this conduct didn’t occur in 


obscure boiler rooms — but rather 
at what are commonly considered 
‘top tier’ Wall Street firms,” Thom- 
sen said. 

U.S. Attorney Michael Gar- 
cia said Wall Street profession- 
als repeatedly traded on secrets 
revealed to them by insiders at 
UBS Securities LLC and Morgan 
Stanley and Co. 

Prosecutors said two insider 
trading schemes and two separate 
bribery schemes were part of the 
case. (AP)

4 Arrested in Protest Compensated 


Washington to require 
offieers for rallies to 
affirm law knowledge 

WASHINGTON | The District has 
agreed to pay $200,000 to four 
people arrested during the 2002 
protests of the World Bank and the 
International Monetary Fund. 

The settlement also requires D.C. 


police officers who are assigned to 
the division in charge of patrol- 
ling major demonstrations to sign 
statements confirming that they 
are familiar with city laws govern- 
ing public protests. 

In 2004, the D.C. Council passed 
the First Amendment Rights and 
Police Standards Act, which curtails 
the amount of force officers can use 
with demonstrators. It came largely 


in response to the arrests on Sept. 
27, 2002, most notably at Pershing 
Park, where more than 400 people 
were arrested without warning. 

“We want to ensure that ... there’s 
a law that’s obeyed and that police 
officers who have a responsibility 
for protests can’t try to skirt the 
law by claiming ignorance,” said 
the plaintiffs’ attorney, Mara Ver- 
heyden-Hilliard. (ap)

For budding Edisons, 
the big idea is only a 
small part of success 

The Washington area should be a 
bastion of independent inventors — 
after all, the U.S. Patent and Trade- 
mark Office is right here in Alex- 
andria. Yet only 16 patents were 
issued to independent inventors 
in the District in 2005. (Maryland 
inventors received 280 patents that 
year and Virginia, 330, according to 
the most recent data from the patent 
office.) The Inventors Network of 
the Capital Area, the primary sup- 
port group for local inventors, has 
just 75 members. 

But there are signs that Wash- 
ington is, in fact, brimming with 
light. A recent area casting call for 
“Everyday Edisons,” a PBS reality 
show that chronicles the journey of 
inventing, turned up nearly 1,000 
hopefuls. 

At the audition, a man holding 
a makeshift golf club sat two seats 
from a woman clutching Tupper- 
ware. Like most of the would-be 
Edisons, they were reluctant to dis- 
cuss their inventions. Their arms 
were crossed, as if shielding their 
ideas from predators. 

They are representative of the 
amateur inventor, of which there 
are two types, according to Richard 
C. Levy, author of “The Complete 
Idiot’s Guide to Cashing In on Your 
Inventions”: “the paranoid and the 
more paranoid.” 

Of course, inventors should be 
discreet: Once an idea is publicly 
disclosed, the clock starts ticking, 
and an inventor has 12 months to 
file a patent to protect this bit of 
intellectual property. But most 
beginners do not understand that 
an idea i^just an idea. 

Matt Fleming is an exception. 
At the casting call, the 32 -year- 
old Arlington resident played his 
unpatented tabletop game in plain 
sight, because, he says, “I don’t have 
the patience or money to hide my 
inventions.” 

Fleming, a clinical psychologist, 
is the man behind SparkBugg.com, 
a blog about ideas, based on of his

belief that — surprise! — ideas beget 
more ideas. Which is why he’s not 
overly concerned about someone 
stealing his. 


Besides, he says, “it needs to be 
your own baby to really run with 
it, to really believe in it.” 

Says Don Kelly, president of 
the United Inventors Association: 
“People, in general, are clueless as 
to where to start and how much 
actual work and dedication has 
to go into it.” 

Only 54 percent of patent 
applications receive approval, 
according to the patent office. 
A patent application typically 
costs upward of $3,000 and can 
easily run more than $20,000, 
depending on the complexity of 
the patent and whether an inven- 


tor chooses to hire a patent lawyer 
(as opposed to a patent agent) to 
write the claims. 

“Inventing is a crapshoot,” Levy 
says. “It’s a high-wire act without 
a net.” 

As local inventors go, Framp- 
ton Ellis is a success story. 

The Arlington resident earned 
his first patent for an athletic shoe 
designed to limit ankle injuries by 
mimicking the bare foot — an idea 
that came to him one day while 
he was playing basketball without 
shoes and noticed that his naked 
foot provided more stability than 
his sneakers.

Apparently, Wallace is good at 
his job — Georgetown is shooting 
a conference-best 51.3 percent this 
year and five Hoyas are averaging 
at least nine points per game in the 
Big East. 

“I feel like the team comple- 
ments each other,” said Wallace,

Much has happened on the hill- 
top since Wallace, Green and Hib- 
bert arrived three years. While the 
Hoyas narrowly missed the NCAA 
tournament in 2005, the trio sig- 
naled Georgetown’s revival with 
its steady improvement.

Passive Offseason Push 


Redskins claim they’ve 
learned their lesson 
from free agent busts 

REDSKINS I Having learned a les- 
son or two from last year’s dubious 
haul of offseason signings, Joe Gibbs 
and the Washington Redskins have 
altered their approach a bit as they 
prepare for the start of free agen- 
cy Friday. 

“I think we’ll be limited in what 
we do,” Gibbs said. “But it will be 
well-researched.” 

Last year, the Redskins traded 
for Brandon Lloyd and seemed sur- 
prised when he turned out to be the 
same disruptive locker room pres- 
ence that he’d been in San Fran- 
cisco. They gave Adam Archuleta 
the richest contract for a safety in 
NFL history — then discovered his 
talents didn’t jibe with the role he 
was asked to play on defense. 

So, this year, Gibbs and his 
coaching staff have been more thor- 
ough than ever as they re-evaluate 
their own talent and the pool of free 
agents they plan to woo with their 
limited salary cap space. 

“Everybody knows our cap situa- 
tion,” Gibbs said. “Our game plan is 
take care of our team and then look 
at free agency and say. What can we 
do to help us at key spots?”’ 

In other words, the Redskins will 
still be active players in the open 
market. After all, they have a repu-

Bond Between Teammates 


Former Cowboys’ CB 
Everson Wells donates 
a kidney to his friend 

NFL I Former Dallas Cowboys run- 
ning back Ron Springs was recover- 
ing Thursday after receiving a kid- 
ney donated by former teammate 
Everson Walls. 

The transplant operation was 
performed Wednesday at Medical 
City Hospital in Dallas. 

A news conference was being 
planned for Friday on the trans- 
plant, which officials believe is 
the first time former U.S. pro-

fessional sports teammates have 
shared an organ. 

The only other documented 
cases involving former pro athletes 
as donors include Greg Ostertag giv- 
ing a kidney to his sister in 2002 
when he was playing for the Utah 
Jazz, and basketball Hall of Famer 
Oscar Robertson donating a kidney 
to his daughter in 1997. Basketball 
players Alonzo Mourning and Sean 
Elliott are among pro athletes who 
have received an organ. 

Springs, 50, has suffered from 
diabetes for 16 years and has been 
on the national transplant waiting 
list since 2004. The disease has led 


to the amputation of his right foot 
and the big and middle toes on his 
left foot, and caused his hands to 
curl into knots. He also was forced 
into a wheelchair and needed dialy- 
sis three times a week. 

Providing his body accepts the 
new kidney, the father of Redskins 
cornerback Shaw Springs will no 
longer need dialysis and can expect 
his hands to regain their normal 
form. He also should again be able 
to walk on his own. 

Walls, 47, volunteered to be test- 
ed after things fell through with two 
of Springs’ relatives who were per- 
fect matches.

TERPS WOMEN’S HOOPS I Inalocker 
room full of talented players, Crys- 
tal Langhorne is arguably the most 
talented. 

She’s been an All-Atlantic Coast 
Conference selection in each of her 
three years at Maryland, the last 
two on the first team. She was an 
All-American last season in lead- 
ing her team to the national cham- 
pionship and is a candidate for the 
honor again this year. 

But the 6 -foot-2 Langhorne is 
no one-woman show for the No. 6 
Terrapins (22-4 overall, 10-4 in the 
ACC). All five of Maryland’s start- 
ers average in double figures scor- 
ing, led by Langhorne’s 14.9 points 
per game in the post. 

Is there a problem here? That’s 
up for debate. 

Heading into the ACC tour- 
nament — and a matchup Friday 
against the winner of Georgia Tech 
and Miami — Langhorne’s scoring is 


down from the 17.2 points per game 
she averaged in each of her first two 
seasons. And it’s not as if she’s lost her 
touch. If she maintains her pace of 
converting 72.5 percent of her shots, 
she’ll set an NCAA record. 


Langhorne simply isn’t shooting 
as much. Marissa Coleman (12.8 
ppg) and Shay Doron (11.6 ppg) 
average more field goal attempts 
per game than Langhorne. But 
coach Brenda Frese said the Ter- 


rapins are beginning to recognize 
the need for the All-American to 
become more of a focal point. 

“I think through the course of 
the season we’ve started to buy into 
it and understand it,” Frese said. 
“The great thing about Crystal is 
she’s never going to take a self- 
ish shot.” 

That approach was on display 
Sunday when Langhorne scored 21 
points in the regular- season fina- 
le at Boston College. Should Lang- 
horne keep up that pace, the Ter- 
rapins, barring any upsets, stand a 
good chance of facing No. 4 North 
Carolina in the semifinals and No. 1 
Duke in the finals. 

Three of Maryland’s four losses 
this season have come at the hands 
of the Tar Heels and the Blue Dev- 
ils. And the Terrapins are coming 
to believe that the key to defeat- 
ing the powerhouses may well be 
Langhorne. 

“I think Crystal Langhorne is 
obviously playing at an all-time 
high level for her, which needed 
to occur and which she is doing,”

‘Black Snake Moan’ 
is surprisingly tender 
despite its misogyny 

FILM I Sweet is probably the last 
word you’d expect to use in describ- 
ing a film about an aging black man 
who chains a young white woman to 
a radiator to cure her of her demons. 
In the rural South, of all places. 
Sweet, however, is what “Black 


Snake Moan” ultimately, unexpect- 
edly becomes. 

This is a movie that’s definitely 
going to make people angry. Many 
will view it as racist, misogynistic 
or both — or just plain hard to 
watch. It doesn’t exactly shy away 
from being pulpy or over-the-top, 
which can be both its allure and its 
greatest weakness. 

But if you can just accept the 
metaphor, and that’s what writer- 


director Craig Brewer intends the 
chain to be, you’ll find an inge- 
nious vision of the fundamental 
concept of redemption. Love lost 
and found, faith lost and found — 
Brewer takes these tried- and-true 
themes and breathes bold, fresh life 
into them. 

Samuel L. Jackson’s Lazarus and 
Christina Ricci’s Rae form a friend- 
ship that’s complicated, strange and 
often funny, but in the end balanced 


and very warm. S. Epatha Merk- 
erson and Justin Timberlake com- 
plete the picture as the people who 
love them. 

As Lazarus, a small-time farm- 
er whose wife has left him for his 
younger brother, Jackson is force- 
ful, no-nonsense and slightly unpre- 
dictable. 

But there’s a softer side, too, 
which is evident when Lazarus 
finds Rae lying on the side of the 
road near his house. 

Rae is damaged after a lifetime 
of abuse. The one man who loved 
her for her is Timberlake’s Ronnie, 
who’s just left for boot camp. 

When Lazarus finds Rae, she’s 
still in a stupor from having numbed 
herself at a party the previous night 
with booze and drugs. She’s been 
beaten up, raped and kicked from 
the front seat of a pickup truck wear- 
ing nothing but a cut-off T-shirt and 
a pair of white cotton panties. 

Lazarus picks her up and begins 
nursing her back to health but soon 
realizes she’s in far worse shape. She 
has these spells in which she seethes 
and writhes from the inside out, and 
she cures them by acting out in a 
brazenly sexual fashion. 

Hence the chain. He figures that 
as long as he has her secured, she 
can’t cause herself (or anyone else) 
any harm. Lazarus also pulls out the 
old electric guitar he’d stopped play- 
ing and feels comfortable enough to 
sing her the blues — that helps. 

Sounds hokey, but it feels 
startlingly alive and new. jSk

Yuca fries with Riesling, anyone? I 
also think Old Ebbitt’s oysters are 
well worth the walk. You could also 
consider Les Halles.

Times a 
Real Killer 


‘Zodiac’ is a mystery 
that looks as bleak as 
the era in which it’s set 

FILM I David Fincher is a director 
of estimable talents. 

He’s technically imaginative with 
a great eye for detail and a feel for 
mood. In films like “Se7en,” “Fight 
Club” and “Panic Room,” he sets a 
scene, sucks you in and shows you 
over and over that you’re in the 
hands of a visual master. 

His abilities have often made 
him seem like a bit of a show-off 
— which is partly what makes the 
comparative aesthetic subtlety of 
“Zodiac” so striking. 

In telling the real-life story of 
a serial killer who terrorized the 
San Francisco Bay Area during 
the late 1960s and early ’70s, he 


makes you feel as if you’re watch- 
ing a film that was actually made 
during that time. 

It’s low-key, straightforward, a 
bit faded. No stylized tricks, noth- 
ing flashy about it. 

But in toning things down, 
Fincher also drags them out. “Zodi- 
ac” runs an astonishing two hours 
and 40 minutes, and it feels like it. If 
you’re going to ask your audience to 
sit happily for that sort of duration, 
you’d better give them an absolute 
masterpiece of cinema. 

“Zodiac” certainly has its 
moments, but it’s no masterpiece. 

It’s solid for the first hour and 
a half: taut and tense, thrilling 
and often darkly funny. Fincher 
and screenwriter James Vander- 
bilt (“Basic”), working from the 
true-crime best-seller by former 
San Francisco Chronicle politi- 



cal cartoonist Robert Graysmith, 
keep you guessing and make you 
feel as if you’re right in the thick 
of the chase. 

The film features some excel- 
lent performances from a strong 
cast, including Mark Ruffalo as 
tenacious San Francisco police 
Inspector David Toschi (suppos- 
edly the inspiration behind Clint 
Eastwood’s “Dirty Harry” charac- 


ter) and Robert Downey Jr. as self- 
destructive Chronicle reporter Paul 
Avery, who covered the Zodiac kill- 
ings. Brian Cox absolutely tears it 
up as celebrity defense lawyer Mel- 
vin Belli. 

As the obsessed Graysmith, 
though, Jake Gyllenhaal is both 
the central figure and the weakest 
link. He’s keeps the hunt alive when 
there seems to be nowhere else to 


go with it, though his character is 
never fleshed out sufficiently to 
make you believe that he’d sacri- 
fice his safety and that of his fam- 
ily to find the truth. 

As the killings subside and the 
official investigation lags, so does 
the film, causing you to glance 
reflexively at your watch and real- 
ize, wow, there’s still another 
hour left, christy lemire (ap) 



Modern-Day Epics 


Along with popcorn, 
filmgoers are now 
getting numb butts 

BLOATED I Director David Fincher 
knows some people may think his 
serial-killer saga “Zodiac” is too long 


at two hours, 40 minutes. He’s won- 
dered the same thing himself but 
decided the film needed that much 
space to tell the story he wanted. 

“Zodiac” and other recent epic- 
length films such as “The Good 
Shepherd” reflect an age-old Hol- 
lywood balancing act: satisfying 


filmmakers’ artistic desires with- 
out causing audiences to squirm in 
their seats. 

Long, long movies have been 
around since Hollywood moved 
beyond one -reel shorts in the early 
silent-film days. D.W. Griffith’s 
historical epics “Intolerance” and 


“Birth of a Nation” ran three hours, 
and Cecil B. DeMille approached 
that length with his biblical pag- 
eant “King of Kings.” 

Few fans would gripe that three- 
hour masterpieces such as “The Best 
Years of Our Lives,” “Schindler’s List” 
or the first two chapters of “The God- 
father” are too long. And cinemabuffs 
reveled in the 1989 reconstruction 
of “Lawrence of Arabia” overseen by 
Steven Spielberg, which restored 
David Lean’s epic close to its original 
length of three hours, 40 minutes. 

Yet plenty of critics, studio boss- 
es, theater owners, filmgoers and 
filmmakers themselves think too 
many movies run too long. 

Some critics thought Martin 
Scorsese’s “Gangs of New York” or 
Robert De Niro’s “The Good Shep- 
herd” — both clocking in at about 
two hours, 40 minutes — would 
have been greatly improved at clos- 
er to two hours. But who’s going to 
tell Scorsese or De Niro to chop 30 
minutes? 

Five of the 10 best-picture Acad- 
emy Awards nominees the last two 
years have run around two and a half

The label has a showcase tonight 
at the Warehouse Next Door, with 
an impressive lineup headlined 
by indie-folk group BEACH HOUSE, 
which really isn’t that weird at all. 
The Baltimore duo emerged from 
obscurity, thanks to a glowing 
review on Pitchfork, but the praise 
is well- deserved. The songs on the 
group’s self-titled debut definitely 
hit on a certain mood — lost, lone- 
ly, languid, other words that start 
with “L” — but the album is more 
than a mood piece, thanks to solid 
songwriting and singer Victoria 
Legrand’s enchanting voice.

Fever ended 
in 2001, and Feelgood’s no longer 
holding down a weekly spot in the 
area, as he’s much in demand from 
New York to L.A., so any chance 
to catch him is welcome. It’s dou- 
bly sweet tonight, as he’s mark- 
ing the release of his new two -CD 
Charm City Hustle mix set with a

For obvious reasons, Sunday isn’t 
always the greatest night to go out. 
So, what kind of show works best on 
a Sunday? Do you want hard rock- 
ing bands that will break you out of 
your dreading-the-upcoming-work- 
week doldrums? Or do you prefer 
quieter bands that will gently take 
you through the last hours of the 
weekend? If you chose the latter, 
then the Black Cat has just the 
show for you tonight. The afore- 
mentioned Beach House makes 
it a double dose of D.C. and kicks 
things off before giving way to San 
Francisco indie-folk act PAPERCUTS. 
It’s excellent recent album “Can’t 
Go Back” was released on the label 
run by freak-folk kingpins Deven- 
dra Banhart and Andy Cabic (Vet- 
iver), and Papercuts’ main man, 
Jason Quever, borrows from both, 
using the double -tracked vocals 
that were ubiquitous on Banhart ’s 
early albums and the laid-back, 
country-folk shuffle that Vetiver 
does so well. By the time headliner 
Grizzly Bear hit the stage to play the 
dreamy psych-folk it does so well, 
those couches at the back of the club 
could look mighty enticing.

THE ABANDONED (R, 95 minutes) A 
young woman relives a series of horri- 
fying events after she inherits a house that 
has been neglected for decades. 
AMAZING GRACE (PG, 117 minutes) 
This film follows the resolute efforts of 
18th-century British politician William 
Wilberforce(loan Gruffudd)to persuade 
Parliamentto passabill renouncing slav- 
ery. The movie chronicles Wilberforce’s 
many obstacles along the way, including 
a resistant political body, a war with the 
French and Wilberforce’s ill health in his 
lateryears.Thefilmalsofollowstheequal- 
ly uneven trajectory of Wilberforce’s long 
friendship with William PitttheYounger 
(BenedictCumberbatch), who became 
British prime minister and worked to help 
him in his mission. Unfortunately, this 
movie is about as bloodlessand matter- 
of-fact as the above description. Even the 
scenes that show Wilberforce’s heated 
exchanges with politicians in Parliament 
have the dull imprimatur of a historical 
docudrama. (dn) 

THE ASTRONAUT FARMER (PG, 105 min- 
utes) Billy Bob Thornton, whose relaxed 
assurance can boost even the hokiest of 
roles, plays Charles Farmer, an aspiring 
astronaut who had to jettison his career 
because of afamily crisis. But in the years 
since, he has been running afarm, rather 
ineptly, in Texas and dreaming of making 


it into space. As for the rocket, well, who 
needs Houston? He has been building 
one in the barn. Sure, it’sthecorniest of 
conceits, but ‘Astronaut” taps delight- 
fully into one of our deepest cultural val- 
ues: the one about the pursuit of hap- 
piness. And the movie’s unpretentious 
lightheartedness, which echoes theold- 
fashioned, corn-fed lore of FrankCapra, 
makes it blissfully easy to sign on forthis 
good-natured voyage, (dt) 

BABEL (R, 142 minutes) Director 
Alejandro Gonzalez Inarritu and writer 
Guillermo Arriaga tell multiple stories 
in multiple locations around the globe. 
Each tale is completely compelling on 
its own, and Inarritu also proves superb 
at working with amateur actors. Yet as 
sophisticated a piece of filmmaking as 
it is, it seems hamstrung by the banality 
at its center and it never assembles into 
a satisfying whole. (SH) 

BECAUSE I SAID SO (PG-13, 102 min- 
utes) Daphne Wilder (Diane Keaton) is 
an almost-60-year-old mother of three 
grown daughters, the youngest of whom 
(Mandy Moore) she’s desperately trying 
to marry off. Daphne istheembodiment 
of toxic parenting, her enmeshment in 
her children’s lives so neurotic that she 
seems more like a stalker than a mother. 
And what the filmmakers try to play for 
laughs — a mom and her daughters chat- 
ting about orgasms while shoe shopping 
— isn’tfunny. It’s creepy, (ah) 

BLOOD DIAMOND (R, 125 minutes) 
Pounding action, pulse-quickening 
adventure and of-the-moment politics 
animatethis mostly greatthriller starring 
Leonardo DiCaprio. Heplaysasmuggler 
named whofinds himself a mercenary mid- 


dleman between rebels in Sierra Leoneand 
European diamond merchants. Things get 
out of hand duringthe last half-hour, but 
the movie is a gem. (ah) 

BREACH (PG-13, 110 minutes) This film 
examines in microscopic detail the 
endgame of the manhunt for FBI mole 
Robert Hanssen, who pleaded guilty in 
2001 to spying for Russia. The FBI had the 
goods, butthey needed one more piece 
of evidence. So they sent in ayoung man 
named EricO’Neillto bothassistand spy 
on Hanssen’s computer operation. The 
story is told from O’Neill’s point of view; 
thus we never seeany of Hanssen’s espio- 
nage activities or his flamboyant involve- 
ment with a Washington stripper. Wesim- 
ply see the young man struggling with 
his own conscience as he tries to rec- 
oncile a hardworking, dedicated boss 
with the image of a psychopathic trai- 
torthat other superiors haveshown him. 
The acting is superb, particularly from 
the three principals: Ryan Phillippe as 
O’Neill, Chris Cooperas Hanssen and the 
great Laura Linney as Kate Burroughs, 
O’Neill’s supervisor in the secret oper- 
ation. (SH) 

BRIDGE TO TERABITHIA (PG, 96 min- 
utes) This beloved children’s book has 
notjustsurvived butthrived in itsadap- 
tation to the screen, its delicate combi- 
nation of coming-of-age angst, trage- 
dy and fantasy handled with assurance 
and taste by first-time live-action direc- 
tor GaborCsupo. Two wonderful young 
actors inhabit the story’s main charac- 
ters: Josh Hutcherson plays theshy, sen- 
sitive Jess, who is just entering fifth grade 
when he meets a new kid named Leslie 
(AnnaSophia Robb), a perky oddball who 
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wears socks on her arms. Neglected at 
homeand bullied at school, theyfind an 
isolated forest and dub itTerabithia, an 
imaginary land wherethey enjoy supreme 
power from their castle of a treehouse. 
Audiences should be prepared for a 
major tragedy that strikes in the third 
act; the film winds up being a lesson, 
not just in love but in loss. But mostly 
the former, as Jess experiences for the 
first time that true love means building 
a world together, (ah) 

CASINO ROYALE (PG-13, 140 minutes) 
Reinventing James Bond as a kind 
of Navy SEAL with an attitude prob- 
lem, this movie turns out to be crack- 
ing good entertainment. Daniel Craig 
kicks major maximus as a Bond who’d 
never useacomputerwherea punch will 
do. And he is seemingly thefirst Bond to 
actually bleed. Half an hourtoo long and 
with too many villains, the movie never- 
theless proves you seldom go wrong if 
you makea moviethat leaves you stirred, 
not shaken, (sh) 

CHARLOTTE’S WEB (G, 98 minutes) E.B. 
White’s children’s book starring Wilbur 
the curly-tailed runt, his human friend. 
Fern and spider Charlotte has been 
charming kids into bed forever. Those 
kidsandtheirchildren can rest assured 
thatthe movie shares their reverence. The 
performers, attimes, sound as if they’re 
doing acasual read-through before the 
actual show — buttheir relaxed spirit is 
subtly satisfying, (dt) 

CHILDREN OF MEN (R, 106 minutes) 
This audacious, sweeping, sobering 
and exhilarating film stars Clive Owen 
as a bureaucrat in 2027 London, the last 
outpost oftheclosestthing to civilization 
in a world gripped by pandemic infertility 
and aworldwide immigration crisis. When 
Owen’s character, Theo, is pulled back 


into his activist past by his former lover, 
heembarkson an epicchaseadventure in 
which the motivation is nothing less than 
the survival of the human race, (ah) 
DAYS OF GLORY (R, 120 minutes) What 
happened to the men of the French 
Expeditionary Corps, formed in 1943 
of the Algerian Infantry Division, the 
2nd Moroccan Infantry Division and 
the 4th Moroccan Mountain Division, 
is the basis of this French film. These 
were not native Frenchmen : They lived in 
far lands of desertand scrub vegetation 
until an army marched in onedayacen- 
tury earlier and raised a strange three- 
colored flag and said: This isyour des- 
tiny. This movietellstheir story, and, like 
many unit tributes fromthatwar, it could 
be a better movie. But it certainly convinc- 
es you of the nobility of the souls of the 
men whose boots were on the ground 
and whose bodies went into that same 
ground. They’re heroes, and the French 
were lucky to havethem, even if they seem 
notto have figured that out yet. (sh) 

THE DEPARTED (R, 149 minutes) A 
deranged wit runsthroughthisfilm, which 
finds Martin Scorsese up to his same old 
tricks of exploring an American ethnic 
subculture with frequent detours into car- 
nageand mayhem. Scorsese plumbsthe 
colorful depths of the Irish mob in Boston. 
The moviecrackles rightalong, stopping 
only for Scorsese’s signature bursts of 
explosive violence, (ah) 

DREAMGIRLS (PG-13, 131 minutes) 
“Dreamgirls” arrives with more than 
its share of baggage; the hit Broadway 
musical, which opened in 1981, issucha 
cherished icon that it’s taken 25 years for 
itto be made into a movie. But even with 
Jennifer Hudson’striumphantarrival and 
an overall fizzy mood of singing, dancing, 
pop nostalgia and camp, “Dreamgirls” 
is an uneven crowd pleaser. (ah) 
ERAGON (PG, 99 minutes) In the gor- 
geous middle earth that is Alagaesia,

IN “KETTLE OF FISH,” Mel (Matthew Modine) is just your everyday wom- 
anizing saxophonist who plays love songs for his pet fish, Daphne. 
Quite a catch, right? But his love life gets complicated and Daph- 
ne loses the will to live — who knew a goldfish even had a will, let 
alone a desire to live? — when girlfriend Inga (Ewa de Cruz), frog 
biologist Ginger (Gina Gershon) and bride-to-be Diana (Christy 
Cashman) show up in this kooky romantic comedy by D.C. native 
Claudia Myers, (express) 


has destroyed all the dragon riders and 
taken over. Meanwhile, a young beauty 
played dimly by SiennaGuillory escapes 
from his castle with the last dragon 
egg, which, though she is pursued by 
evil shade Durza (Robert Carlyle), she 
manages to deliver to farm boy-archer 
Eragon, fated to bethe new dragon rider. 
The little beast is born, and soon enough, 
it’s as big as a locomotive, and fallen hero 
Brom (Jeremy Irons) shows up to teach 
the kid the ropes and let him lead the rev- 
olution against Galbatorix. After the bad 
acting bytheslumming great actors, the 
next best thing in the picture is the drag- 
on. The thing itself is a terrific illusion, 
and thetechnical team manages to really 
sell the idea of flight. Too bad the acting 
is so lame, the story so derivative and the 
thing so long, (sh) 

GHOST RIDER (PG-13, 105 minutes) 
Nicolas Cage plays Johnny Blaze, a stunt 
jock who makes a nice living punching 
his bike so hard off a ramp it leaps nottall 
buildings but rowsand rows oftrucksand 
even helicopters. He’sasecond-genera- 
tioner, having learned theflyingtradefrom

The 
thrust ofthefiim is his journeyto becom- 
ing a Centra! inteiiigence Agency piayer 
ofthe ’60s, but his investigation stopsto 
wander through history, tracking what 
may be Edward’s growth or his damna- 
tion. The movie is serious aduit movie- 
making from director Robert De Niro, a 


man deepiy interested in the art, craft and 
psychoiogy of espionage, (sh) 
HANNIBAL RISING (R, 121 minutes) This 
fiim is a preque! of sorts, about howthe 
kiiierHanniba! Lecter (‘The Siience ofthe 
Lambs’’) cameto be. Noveiistand screen- 
writer Thomas Harris cobbies together 
atheory that biends equa! parts nature 
and nurture, in the book, he was abie 
to make a point that Hanniba! was the 
scion of a warrior-rich Lithuanian aris- 
tocraticfamiiy that was sheared down by 
shrapne! in Worid War !!, orphaningthe 
chiidand his younger sister. Soon some 
scummy iads arrive, battiefieid parasites 
who ioot, torture and — after the arriva! 
of heavy snow — eat. Hanniba! (Aaron 
Thomas piays the chiid) survives; his 
sister, Mischa (Heiena Lia Tachovska), 
does not. He then decides upon a iife’s 
work: They ate her, so ! shai! eat them! 
The movie streamiines ai! that, as it does 
much ofthe rest of Harris’s book, it’s a 
shame, because it resuits in the movie’s 
fundamentaifiaw — theone-dimension- 
aiity of Hanniba!. Hanniba! isa purekiii- 
ing machine, and one never senses a 
struggie in him between the dark and 
the iight. (sh) 

HAPPY FEET (PG, 98 minutes) Anyone 
watching this computer-animated fiick 
about an adorabietap-dancing penguin 
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named Mumble is going to, well, flip. The 
movie’s terrific songs are a warm cush- 
ion of welcome, (dt) 

THE LAST KING OF SCOTLAND (R, 121 
minutes) This film concerns the flam- 
boyant African despot Idi Amin, said to 
have been responsible for the murder 
of 300,000 of his fellow Ugandans dur- 
ing the ’70s. The movie uses a fictional 
deviceto getupcioseand personal, but 
Amin, representing a human extreme, is 
so much more interesting than his wit- 
ness, a young Scottish doctor, (sh) 
LETTERS FROM IWO JIMA (R, 140 min- 
utes) Clint Eastwood’s film starts and 
stopson “Sulphur Island,” whereon Feb. 
19, 1945, two divisions of Marines came 
ashore in what would be one of the blood- 
iest battles of the war. Like his “Flags of 
Our Fathers,” it isn’t really a history of 
a battle. In the last half-hour, the story, 
loses its way; lacking any clear-cut goals 
except survival, thefilm becomes repeti- 
tive. It’s a necessary movie; too bad it’s 
not a great movie, (sh) 

LITTLE CHILDREN (R, 130 minutes) In 
this movie, the arrival of aconvicted child 
molester in EastWyndam, Mass., triggers 
outrage throughoutthe community. But 
Ronniethe pedophile (Jackie Earle Haley) 
is practically one of the good guys. The 
film isa hugely absorbing social drama 
that is, by turns, excruciating, sad and 
sardonic, (dt) 

THE LIVES OF OTHERS (R, 137 min- 
utes) This German movie begins in 
1984, when the secret police, or Stasi, 
routinely bugged, tailed and intimi- 
dated its citizens. Plotted as tautly as 
a cop procedural but playing more like 
a modern allegory, this film personal- 
izes its Orwellian world through the 
eyes of Gerd Wiesler (Ulrich Muehe), a 
frosty Stasi officer. What’s immediate- 
ly clear, beyond the psychological bru- 
talizing of his victims, is Gerd’s faith in 
the system. Gerd’s ideology is soon test- 
ed when he’s dispatched to wiretap and 
investigate Georg Dreyman (Sebastian 
Koch), a playwright whose pro-worker 
dramas have made him the talk of East 
Berlin. The more Gerd uncovers about 
Georg, the more he questions the pur- 
pose of this mission. To watch this film is 
not justto enjoy afabulously constructed 
timepiece; it’sto appreciate a deft cau- 
tionary tale. (DT) 

MUSIC AND LYRICS (PG-13,100minutes) 
The setup of this movie is cleverly sim- 
ple. Hugh Grant, as one Alex Fletcher, 
is one- half of a pop group of ’80s fame, 
the unsuccessful half. Entercute Sophie 
Fisher (Drew Barrymore). She’s hereto 


water the plants, here being his apart- 
ment, while he is in turmoil with a snarky 
young lyricist. The issue is that Alex has 
been asked by a New Age pop sensation 
to come up with a song for her video; it 
could be his ticket back to the bigs, but 
he has to do it by Friday, and working 
with this rude kid doesn’t seem to be 
getting anyone anywhere.

I don’t thinkthe ending is up 
to the rest of the movie, but Grant and 
Barrymore are great together, and the 
movie has both zing and song, (sh) 
NIGHT AT THE MUSEUM (PG, 108 min- 
utes) Ben Stiller plays Larry Daley, a 
divorced dad who finds work at New 
York’s Museum of Natural History. At

night, all the stuffed animals, dioramas 
and mannequins come to life and run 
amok.

NORBIT (PG-13, 102 minutes) This movie, 
which follows the misery of the title char- 
acter (Eddie Murphy), a nerd who’s caught 
between his abusive, extremely rotund 
wife, Rasputia (Murphy in big mode), 
and his beloved childhood sweetheart, 
Kate (Thandie Newton), does have its 
moments, most of them slapstick. There 
certainly is something funny — on what- 
ever primitive level — about Rasputia 
speeding down a waterslideand break- 
ing infrastructure upon her landing. And 
it’s hard notto respond to Rasputia’sflip- 
ping up a roll of tummy fat to prove to 
the pool attendant that she’s wearing a

Even in the permissiveenviron- 
mentofan EddieMurphy comedy, itfeels 
wrong and jarring. This movie isn’t one of 
Murphy’s best, a poor cousin to his other 
family comedies, and as Rasputia, whose 
catch phrase is a brassy “how you doin’?,” 
he’s surprisingly unfunny, (dt) 

NOTES ON A SCANDAL (R, 98 minutes) 
Judi Dench plays Ms. Covett, asalty old 
pro teaching at an English middleschool, 
and she noted poor Sheba Hart (Cate 
Blanchett), the new art teacher, back 
when she came to the young teacher’s 
rescueasmisbehaviorthreatenedtoturn 
her class into anarchy. We watch what we 
think will unspool as a touching story of 
human weakness as told from a sympa- 
thetic viewpoint, butwesoon realizethat 
cheesy uplift is not on the menu, (sh) 
THE NUMBER 23 (R, 95 minutes) Jim 
Carrey plays a dogcatcher named Walter 
Sparrow. The setting is a small California 
town. His wife, Agatha (Virginia Madsen), 
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spiesa red volume called “The Number 
23” in a secondhand bookstoreand buys 
itfor him. Hoo-hah,thentheacting really 
begins. Itseemsthatthebook’sauthor is 
doing riffs on the strange melodies con- 
cealed within the bland confines of the 
numberthat starts with 2 and ends with 3 
and has nothing in between. Somehow, 
the book leads Carrey’s Sparrow to the 
murder, 13 years earlier, of a young 
woman by her professor. On the 23rd of 
February! Who killed the girl? Who wrote 
the book? Why does Walter now get all 
goober-skinned when his handscaress 
the handles of the various butcher knives 
all over the set? Oy. As Sam Goldwyn 
said: Include meout. (sh) 

PAN’S LABYRINTH (R, 112 minutes) It’s 
1944, the fascists have just won Spain’s 
civil war and a girl named Ofelia (Ivana 
Baquero) is traveling with her moth- 
er, Carmen (Ariadna Gil), to live with 
her new stepfather, a Nationalist army 
captain named Vidal (Sergi Lopez). 
When Ofelia arrives at her new home, 
it becomes clear she matters little to 
Vidal. Ofelia increasingly takes refuge 
in a richly imagined fantasy life, onethat 
eventually leads herto afaun living in the 
titular labyrinth on the house’s proper- 
ty. With thisfilm, director Guillermo del 
Toro seems to have created his mani- 
festo, atour deforce of cautionary zeal, 
humanism and magic, (ah) 

THE PURSUIT OF HAPPYNESS (PG-13, 117 
minutes) This movie is the biography of 
a real guy named Christopher Gardner, 
whom Will Smith, charming and bright, 
embodies to thefingertips. He is a sales- 
man who ends up on the streets — with 
his son. The movie is almost devised like 
arat-in-mazeexperiment. Every few min- 
utes, some new obstacle comes up for 
Chris, at which pointthefilm stands back 
and watches him improvise, (sh) 
THEQUEEN(PG-13,99minutes)England’s 
constitutional irony isthechillybutenter- 
taining subtext of Stephen Frears’ tragi- 
comedy. Thecrisis begins in late August 
1997, when Queen Elizabeth II (Helen 
Mirren) learns of Princess Diana’s death. 
Mirren’s finely calibrated performance 
reveals a complex woman coping with 
a bewildering world, (dt) 

RENO 9111: MIAMI (R, 84 minutes) It’s 
an American pastime to watch the law 
pursue the hapless, toothless or pant- 
sless. “Cops” knows this. The Comedy 
Central show “Reno 911!” knows this, too, 
and now it’s afeature-length moviethat 
aspires to do the same. In the film, the 
Reno Sheriff’s Department istaken out 
of Nevada and plopped in Miami for a law 


enforcement convention, wherethe Reno 
deputiesarefish out of water nextto the 
dapper, disciplined squads from other 
cities. Compared with the TV series, 
yes, it’s a compromise. In a single film 
there is less chance to get to know the 
characters, whose tics, prejudices and 
inanities require more than 84 minutes 
divided among eighttalented actors, who 
must ration their mugging and facetime 
to keep the movie rolling. But it will suffice 
forfans hungry for new material and tired 
of waiting for the show’s fourth season 
to end orthefifth to start, dan zak 
ROCKYBALBOA(PG,102minutes)There’s 
Sylvester Stallone again, sucking down 
raw eggs and pounding sides of beef to 



train for another prime-time bout. His 
opponentthistime: heavyweight champ 
and insufferable braggart Mason “The 
Line” Dixon (Antonio Tarver). This crit- 
ic found himself sitting there rooting for 
this movie to work, and sentimentality 
won by a knockout. It feels like the first 
fight all overagain, and suddenly a silly 
little movie built entirely on classic hokum 
seemsto matter. Not just because it’s one 
last roundhouse punch at the world of 
digital zeros and ones. Not just because 
it’s another underdog story. It matters 
because this boxertaps into something 
deeper in our collective souls than the 
desire for entertainment. It’s the hope

SMOKIN’ ACES (R, 118 minutes) In a pent- 
house suite in Lake Tahoe, a somewhat 
smarmy guy named Buddy “Aces” Israel 
(Jeremy Piven) has goneto ground while 
his lawyer is in D.C. huckstering him off to 
the highest bidder in the law enforcement 
casino. Buddy knows too much about 
not only where the bodies are buried 
butalso whoturnedthem into bodies in 
the first place. Mob bosses realize they 
have to get him fast, before he clinches 
the deal and is hustled off to protective 
custody. Thus, every high-end hit man 
in the world is contacted and offered a 
million bucks if he or she can be the one 
to snuff Buddy; it’s kind of likea hit man’s 
Olympics. (SH) 

STOMPTHE YARD (PG-13, 115 minutes) 
This is really two movies. The first and 
most forgettable is the old one about a 
young man finding himself. The young 
man is a Los Angeles street dancer 
named DJ, and at college hedecides to 
commit to a team sport, and as an ath- 
letefindsthe respect, the brotherhood, 
the emotional completion that has been 
denied him bycircumstanceand pathol- 
ogy.

TYLER PERRY’S DADDY’S LITTLE GIRLS 

(PG-13, 95 minutes) This movie, written 
and directed by Tyler Perry, may be strict- 
ly mezzo-mezzo as art, but it’s wonder- 
ful as culture. The romantic melodra- 
ma, which stars the hotter-than-hot 
Idris Elba as a poor mechanic and the 
equally attractive Gabrielle Union as the 
rich lawyer who falls in love with him, 
can be as clunky, obvious and poorly 
executed as Perry’s earlier (and huge- 
ly successful) comedies. But what this 
movie lacks in cinematic sophistication, 
it makes up for in setting (Atlanta) and 
characters (working- and middle-class 
African Americans), which ring consis- 
tently and refreshingly true. It may do 
so awkwardly at times, but the movie 
tells a story — about aspiration, val- 
ues and resilience — that deserves to 
be told in an era of romanticized thugs 
and playahs. (ah) 

AN UNREASONABLE MAN (Unrated, 122 
minutes) Henriette Mantel and Steve 
Skrovan’s improbably riveting portrait 
of Ralph Nader, who for millions of 
Democrats immolated a heroic lega- 


cy of consumer activism and advocacy 
by running for president in 2000and, by 
their lights, contributingtotheelection of 
President Bush, tackles that issue head- 
on and sets upthe narrativetension of a 
film thatthen doubles backto document 
Nader’s epic battle with General Motors 
in the 1960s and the juggernaut of con- 
sumer consciousness and policy shifts 
he so effectively piloted thereafter. Using 
a combination of archival footage and 
talking heads (former Nader’s Raiders, 
supportive and disgruntled), they also 
chronicle how Nadercameto make that 
quixotic 2000 run. Nader haters may not 
be mollified, butthisfilm, like its subject 
itself, is a one-stop civics lesson no one 
should miss, (ah) 

VENUS (R, 91 minutes) Maurice, a veter- 
an stage actor (Peter O’Toole), is about 
to undergo prostate surgery, which will 
almost certainly render him impotent. But 
then he meets Jessie (Jodie Whittaker), 
a 19-year-old who is sullen and lacking 


in sophistication, but Maurice sees her 
as an unwitting Venus, goddess of love 
and beauty.

When Nancy Atwater first heard 
about home exchange programs, 
she thought it would be a great 
way to travel.

The appeal of home exchange 
vacations — in which people swap 
homes, and often vehicles and even 
pets — is basic: free lodging with 
many of the comforts of home. 

It is easy to imagine swapping 
for a vacation destination — a loft 
in New York, a pied-a-terre in Paris, 
a beach house in Florida or a ski 
condo in Aspen. But what if your 
hometown does not immediately 
come to mind when vacations are 
being planned? 

“At first, there was skepticism 
about who would want to come 
to Oklahoma, but the answer is 
all sorts of people,” Atwater said. 
“It’s people who realize the U.S. is 
more than just the East Coast and 
the West Coast.” 

Over the years, she and her hus- 
band, both retired, have arranged 
three exchanges through home- 
swapping Web site HomeLink 
International. They have gone to 


the Netherlands for her family’s 
home in Cleveland. 

When she and her husband 
signed up on a swap site in 2004, 
they thought they might get offers 
from people looking for a place to stay 
during brief treatment at the nearby 
cardiac clinic. Instead, they got an 
offer from a Dutch family of roller 
coaster enthusiasts who wanted to try 
the world-class rides at Cleveland’s 
Cedar Point amusement park.

Ex-NBA player JOHN AMAECHI was 
online Friday to discuss his book, “Man 
in the Middle,’’ about his struggle to 
reconcile his sexuality with his life as a 
pro basketball player. 

Did you find it difficult to inter- 
act with your teammates knowing 
that you were gay? 
Did you feel like you 
were hiding a piece of 
yourself by not allow- 
ing them to know 
about that part of 

your life? 

I think that while being gay is a sig- 
nificant, important part of me, not 
knowing I’m gay doesn’t shroud the 
rest of me. I had good relationships 
with my teammates; I was lucky to 
have great teammates during my 
career. Overall, I thought the bal- 
ance was right. 

From your experience, what would 
you say is the underlying structure 
that makes being gay in profession- 
al sports difficult? 


I certainly think it’s a stereotypical 
taboo with lots of unfounded fears 
that need to be overcome. That will 
happen with education and policy 
changes. I think one of the points 
that people are missing is that it’s 
a global issue. It’s not about being 
gay in sports. It’s about many, many 
people in many, many environments 
that people don’t feel comfortable 
coming out. 

Knowing what you know now, if you 
could turn back the clock, would you 
have come out sooner? 

No — I don’t think there’s anyway 
of saying that. I think that I’m 
pretty pleased with the way this 
has worked and the discourse that 
has opened up, without disrupting 
my job and my teammates. 

Are you currently in a relationship? 

If so, how is your significant other 
responding to your book and the neg- 
ative remarks being made about you? 

I’m not currently in a relationship 
— but my family certainly hasn’t 
been that thrilled by the negative 
comments. But as I keep telling 
them, the overwhelming number 
of remarks have been positive and 
supportive.
